PE-1LO1C dynamotors have two high voltage windings, connected in series. 
The tay will give about 300 to 350 volts to run driver stages with little 
or no dropping resistor, and the high tap will give 550 to 650 volts to 
power final and modulator of rigs like Elmac, Morrow, Palco etc. Both 
voltages simultaneously. PE-101's are 1l2V units. Cost about $6.95. 


Both W3D0U and W3AJ0 had brand new PE- 101 generators that appeared 
defzctive. Trouble shooting in W3D0U's case found a brush stuck and not 
toi.ching the commutator. In W3AJO's case the dynamotor had apparently been 
fvagus treated, and then the leads attached. Scraping 311 leads and re- 

gemeconnecting cured the trouble.
